They Insist on European Arbitra- 
tion of Anj Differences

Const AKTixoixK, July 27.— At the set- 
ting of the peace conference the am- 
bassadors presented the peace prelim- 
inaries drafted by the powers, which 
provide for European arbitration of 
any differences that may arise be- 
tween the Greek and Turkish plenipo- 
tentiaries in arranging n definitive 
treaty. It is atated that the powers 
will insist upon the acceptance by the 
port* of this provision, and its recep- 
tion, therefore, by the eultan will be 
hiehly significant. 

The desire of Germany to institute 
a European control of Ureek financea 
still hampers the settlement of the in- 
demnity question. It la understood 
that the Volo-Lariaea railway will be 
transferred to the Greek administra- 
tion, with the atlpulation that the 
same facilities shall be granted to 
Turkey for the transportation of 
troops as are granted to the Ureek gov- 
ern ment Thia, therefore, does not 
indicate an intention on the part of 
Turkey to evacuate Thessaly, but is 
merely a mcaaure of eeoncmy.
